Traffic in diseased meat, presumably for 
ultimate sale to the public, has come to 
light in a startling manner by the arrest of 
an official of the Standard Slaughtering 
company, Fortieth and Butler’ streets, and 
five men engaged in the retail business. All 
are charged with having condemned meat 
in their poseession. This is the first action 
of the kind in several years. 

One of the accused was arrested in the 
dead of night at the establishment where 
diseased cattle are killed, and his wagon 
was loaded with the condemned article, 
which was confiscated by the authorities ae 
evidence in the prosecution. 

Government Inspector Orion E. Dyson, 
who worked up the cases, says more arrests 
will follow, and promises even a greater 
sensation when all the facts are known. 


Six Persons Arrested. 

Those arrested were booked at the Stock- 
Yards Station, but were released on bonds 
pending their hearing before Justice Fitz- 
gerald on Dec. 16. They are:

When Hess was arrested he stated the 
meat was on the way from the slaughtering 
firm to his market, and therefore he did not 
know it was in any way contaminated. Asit 
is said only diseased stock is handled by the 
Standard company, when Hok and the wagon. 
were caught, the police were not impressed 
by Hess’ defense. 


Missing Watchman Blamed. 


In each of the cases charged against the 
retailers the meat was secured from the 
Standard company, but the officials of that 
concern deny complicity in the transaction. 
They put the blame on John Evonsky, a 
watchman at the rendering tanks of the plant, 
who is missing just at this time, and his 
whereabouts unknown. How he could se- 
cure the meat and dispose of it without de- 
tection by his employers was not explained. 

Secretary Short said the watchman was 
last seen about the plant on Friday, the day 
get apart for the weekly killing of diseased 
cattle.

It is wrong to give a 
child a beautifully dressed doll to be kept 
clean and unruffied and a rag baby to play 
with. If a little girl has two such dolls she 
should give some of the pretty clothes to the 
rag baby and thus learn generosity and 
democracy. 
The doll with a rosebud mouth, puffy 
cheeks, fluffy yellow hair, circular blue eyes, 
and a meaningless stare, is a dangerous play- 
thing. The child’s character is apt to be 
formed partly by the dolls with which it 
plays. Such a doll might cause its possessor 
to become an empty-minded, shallow woman. 
Dolls as Language Teachers.

The ordinance as 
passed not only forbids any closed rooms as 
adjuncts to saloons, but any private dining- 
rooms in hotels or restaurants as well, in 
which fewer than four persons are served 
with food or drink, unless the occupants 
happen to be all of the same sex, . 

When Chairman Hunter of the License 
committee called the measure up for passage 
Aiderman Conlon demanded a roll call on 
it, stating that, while it was going to pass, 
he objected to it on the ground that it was 
not only legal but would put an unneces- 
sary hardship on many respectable. saloon- .

Cullerton Attacks the Measure. 


. Cullerton, too, attacked the ordinance, say-

Upholds Mandatory Track Elevation: 


Corporation Counsel Walker sent an opin- 
lon to the Council in the matter of track 
olevation, in which he held that the city 
mould enforce, by mandatory ordinances, 
nny kind of track elevation it might deem 
fit, particularly as to the number of sub- 
ways to be provided. After quoting several 
decisions bearing on the matter, notably 
the recent Jackson case, the opinion says: 

„J am of the opinion that the city has 
the power to pass mandatory ordinances 
compelling the railway companies to elevate 
their roadways in the city wherever the 
public safety requires it to be done, and 
that, in passing such ordinances, it must so 
exercise that power as not to interfere with 
the streets or crossings by all persons enti- 
tled thereto.’’ 

Chairman Goldzier of the Committee on 
Track Elevation, in speaking of the proba- 
ble effect of this opinion on the action of the 
committee, said: | 

The committee, so far as it is able, will 
continue its present course of passing con- 
tract ordinances to which both the city and 
the companies agree. Where this is im- 
possible mandatory ordinances will be 55 
tempted. 


Where Test May Be Made. 


One is likely to come up in the near 
future—namely: one to elevate the Burling- 
ton yards. The company refuses to agree 
to an ordinance providing for subways be- 
tween Robey street and Western avenue, and 
the only way these streets can be opened 
under the tracks is by a mandatory ordi- 
nance.’ 

Corporation Counsel Walker also sent in

He assigned Chief Inspector William H. 
Barry, and on Nov. 2 work was stopped and 
partitions were torn out to be replaced by 
fireproof material. | 

In a report made to the commission a few 
days later by Mr. Barry he stated that flues 
connecting with the gas stove in the kitchen 
were to carry off fumes instead of conveying 
the heat from the stove, and consequently 
were not dangerous. Ea * 
»The building was loosely constructed 
and dangerous, said the report of the Archi- 
tects’ committee, and even after the 
changes had been made under the orders of 
the Building department, did not conform 
with the ordinance. For instance, the light 
shaft, five stories in height, is not protected 
properly by fireproof material and the 
kitchen flues are laid next to the studding, 
without metal protection,“

Direct refutation was given last night to 
the cry that Hiinois’ tax laws, as interpreted 
by the recent sweeping decision of the State 
Supreme Court, are unjust to corporations. 
This denial, coupled with charges as to the 
honesty of the large ‘quasi-public corpora- 
tions, Was made by Levy Mayer, one of the 
leaders among Chicago's corporation law- 
yers.. His statement was applauded to the 
echo by more than 400 members of the IIli- 


-‘nois Manufacturers’ association as they sat 


at their annual dinner at the Auditorium. 

“The Illinois tax laws today are as just 
and fair as human ingenuity can make 
them,“ was the declaration of Mr. Mayer. 

“The Supreme Court's decision, holding 
that franchises must be taxed, establishes 
2 new precedent, no new rule of law,“ he 
8 

“Rather,” he asserted, “the surprising 
thing is that so many people have held to 
the view that in his corporate capacity a 
man might be crooked, while as an individ- 
ual he might be an honest, upright citizen.”’ 


Tax on Franchise Rights Just. 

Mr. Mayer held that it was but just that 
quasi-public corporations should pay taxes 
om the great property represented in their 
franchise rights. 

“ As soon as we are acclimated to this 
view,“ he added, and realize that these 
companies have gone along for years evad- 
ing taxes, just so soon will we come to the 
realization that corporations lie under obli- 
gations to the State which protects them 
and their property. And as soon as they 
realize these duties and prepare to carry 
them out with a sense of personal honesty, 
just so soon shall we have corporate and 
individual honesty alike.“ 

Of existing laws of taxation Mr. Mayer 
observed: If a Plato could be reborn and 
could write the laws of this State with the 
understamding that those laws would be 
obeyed by all, there would be little alteration 
that could be made in the code of the State 
relating to taxation.” . . 

He pointed out the cause of all the trouble. 

‘The antagonism to taxation,“ he asserted, 
“ grows out of the fact that every other 
fellow except ourselves is not straight.“ 


; Remedy for Existing Evils. 

The remedy of these existing evils, in Mr. 
Mayer's eyes, lies in this: „ 

„ HDlevate the morale, the personnel, not 
merely of the persons who do the gssessing, 
but of the representatives of the corporations 
who cotperate with them. Then there can 
no more be crookedness in corporation as- 
sessment than there can be bribery without 
one who bribes.”’ 

This brought a thunder of applause. ; 

An addition to the taxation machinery in 
the establishment of a court of taxation was 
advocated by Mr. Mayer. This body, con- 
sisting of three members, should hear and 
dispose. of all appeals from assessment 
spread by the Board of Review and have 
final jurisdiction, thus ridding the regular 
courts of the congestion of cases of tax fight- 


ing. | 
Smoke Nuisance Denounced. 

From applauding this flaying of taxdodg- 
ing corporations the hearers turned their ap- 
proval to a denunciation of Chicago’s smoke 
nuisance. Franklin MacVeagh presented 
this problem. He censured Mayor Har- 
rison, ‘charging that the city’s executive 
has sought to hamper the enforcement of 
the anti-smoke laws. He declared this evil 
of soot wholly unnecessary; because it can 
be readily and easily cured, and in their fail- 
ure to consider this grave problem the 
speaker censured the manufacturers. , 

A clean atmosphere, he contended, will 
bring clean streets, cleaner politics, a better 
public spirit. All these, he pointed out, had 
been blunted by the smoke nuisance.”’

Mayer Introduced. 

President

tution of 1870 and subsequent statutes deal- 
ing with taxation of corporations. 

“T want to say to you that the revenue 
laws of this State are pretty nearly per- 
fect?’ he said, in part. This may be sur- 
prising, for we have heard much of late of 
the ‘inequity ot these same laws.” 

He outlined ue manner of assessing quasi- 

lic co rafions. 
= 1 say,” continued the speaker, 
“that this is not double taxation. It is 
equitable.’ It is fair. It is honest. An in- 
dividual, if he possesses real and personal 
property, must, pay on both, Public utilities 
enjoy special privileges in that they have ex- 
clusive franchises to use streets. That is as 
much the property of a quasi-public corpora- 
tion as is the real estate of a private corpora- 
pers There was quite a hubbub over the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court. That, decis- 
fon announced no new rules of law; no new 
axation.”’

Recent Decision No New Rule. 

00 ecision announced no new rule,” 
Mr „ continued. It was rather the 
enormity of comparison that has shocked 
the community. A corporation enjoying 
quasi-public privileges, owning property in 
the shape of franchises, should be assessed 
on those properties and pay taxes as any 
private corporation. I do not mean that 
they should pay 4 higher tax than the lat- 
ter corporations. But it is seen that the 
people exact nothing outrageously wrong. 
The sooner we realize these things the bet- 
ter it will be and the community will know 
there must be equality between the individ- 
uals and these corporations in return for the 
protection of the State. In individual ca- 

city men may be honest, but their cor- 
porate life may be contrary to the rules of 
honesty and of right.“ 

He held that private corporations. should 
not be taxed on their capital stock as much 
of this represents merely “ good will of the 


company. 


Court of Taxation Advocated. 
In proposing the Coprt of ‘Taxation Mr. 


Mayer said in part: 


“Tf one resents taxes now, lawyers are

That means the tying 
up of the taxes, not only for the individual 
but the body politic. There should be a 
Court of Taxation to which all such appeals 
from the Board of Review should go. The 
court should have final jurisdiction. There 
should be no technical pleadings before it.

Mr. MacVeagh urged that even at the great 
steel plants, on the tugs, and on locomotives 
the evil might be reduced by care. 

“The steam-making plants of this city 
can be operated without making offensive 
smoke,“ he continued. You've got to show 
enough interest as citizens, however, to look 
into this question earnestiy and devotedly. 
There are architects and engineers who will 
tell you how. As to the cost, there is no con- 
tinuing cost. Common sense will tell you 
that it is economy to burn your fuel so that 
not one-half of it will go out of the chimney 
to the detriment of the public. | ;

BRASS CANNON FOR HOLDUP MEN 


Inspector Heidelmeier Has a New and 
Novel Scheme Which Also Sum- 
Inspector Heidelmeier, after trying for 
months to check the North Side holdups by 
capturing the holdup men, has hit on another 
plan. He proposes to scare the thugs to 
death. All that is needed is a brass cannon, 
powder, an electric battery switch, wires— 
and a holdup. The plan appeals to Heidel- 
meter because it is so simple. 
The Inspector.says he is going out into the 
Summerdale district soon and try it. He 
has selected Summerdale because there are 
no holdups there. Using a saloon ae an ex- 
ample, the Inspector explains the new 
scheme as follows: 

Beneath the floor is a small sized cannon 
loaded with a powder cap and connected with 
electrical wires. The wires run to the bar, 
where they are connected with a switch on 
the floor. The switch is so constructed that 
‘when the holdup man orders the bartender to 
Hold up his hands the bartender can walk 
behind the bar and turn the switch with his 
foot.

least two pools of Chicago citizens have 
ceased to take an active interest in the 
course of the metal stocks. Th pools— 
made up mostly of Jews—are nursing their 
losses and saying nothing. It developed yes- 
terday that a number of wealthy Jewish cit- 
izens have been speculating heavily in the 
copper stocks, and that recently, during the 
last severe slump, they closed out most of 
their holdings at losses ranging from 40 to 50 
points. 

The first stock to tempt the Chicago people 
was Arcadian, an upper lake region property, 
which for a time yielded handsome divi- 
dends. Then the tip was passed along 
that Amalgamated was a good thing.“ The 
speculators bought eagerly. One broker yes- 
terday placed the total at 130,000 shares, but 
others said this estimate was exaggerated. 
The price paid was something like 155 to 130. 

Then came the troubles which brought 
Amalgamated into disrepute. The price fell 
until it touched 70. Then Chicago people, or 
most of them, unloaded., 

The losses are real—unpleasantly real.“ 
said a leading Jewish man of affairs yester- 
day.

The Pittsburg Orchestra gave its first con- 
cert in Chicago last evening in the Audito- 
rium.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—The Senate 
chamber was the scene of a dramatic episcde 
today when Senator Tillman of South Caro- 
lina challenged his colleague, Senator Mc- 
Laurin, to resign with him on the spot in 
order, as he said, that they might be able 
„to wash their dirty linen at home.” Mr. 
McLaurin did not take up the challenge. 

The incident. was the sequel of the bitter 
comtroversy which arose between the Sen- 
ators in South Carolina last spring. 

Mr. McLaurin arose to a question of per- 
sonal privilege today and proceeded to e- 
plain what he charged was a conspiracy to 
discredit him in his own State for acts and 
views which did not meet the approval of, 
certain Democratic leaders. He declared he 
was being humiliated and, according to pub- 


cratic caucus because he had acted upon cer- 
tain public issues in a way which he consid- 
ered was for the best interests of the country 
and the people of his State. He announced 
himself à believer in the old Democracy, and, 
after denouncing the new Democracy lead- 
ers who, he said, had brought destruction 


upon the party, declared he could not be

NEW SUBSIDY BILL BEAD 


— 


Principal Items Which Aroused Antag- 
onism in the Last Congress Are 
Dropped—Increases Limit of Ocean 
Mail Contracts to Fifteen Years—En- 


New Vessela—Bounty for Deep Sea 


Washington, D. C., Dee. 9.—[Special.]}— 
Senator Frye today introduced the new ship 
subsidy bill. The details of the measure, 
which is an utter abandonment of the 
scheme which met with violent opposition 
last session, are arranged under four titles 
and in fifteen sections. : 

The sections under the title Ocean Mail 
Steamships’’ are devoted to amendments 
to the ocean mail act of 1891. The Post- 
master General is required to consider the 
national defense and the maritime interests 
of the United States, as well as postal in- 
terests, in providing for the transportation 
of American ocean mails. 

The present limit of ocean mail contracts— 
ten years— is increased to fifteen years. The 
Frye bill provides seven distinct classes with 
aA rate of $6 to twenty-knot steamers, in- 
creasing from 8,000 to 10,000 tons the min- 
imum size; $3 for sixteen-knot steamers 
provided the size is increased from 5,000 
tons, the present minimum, to 8,000 tons. 
The proposed maximum mail rates per gross 
ton per hundred nautical miles are: Over 
10,000 tons, 20 knots, 2.7 cents; 19 knots, 
2.5 cents. Over 5,000 tons, 18 knots, 2.3 cents; 
17 knots, 2.1 cents; 16 knots, 1.9 cents; 15 
knots, 1.7 cents. Over 2,000 tons, 14 knots, 
1.5 cents. 7 

Rates for mail steamers to the West In- 
dies, Central America, and Mexico cannot 
exceed 70 per cent of the maximum rates. 

The second title, General Subsidy,”’ con- 
tains the general subsidy for all vessels, 
steam or sail, which are not under mail 
contracts. This general subsidy is uniform, 
one cent per gross ton per 100 nautical miles 
for not exceeding sixteen entries in one year. 

To promote the building of new ocean 
vessels an additional allowance of one-fourth 
of a cent per gross ton is made for five years. 


Must Train American Seamen. 


Any vessel to receive the general subsidy 

must carry mails if required and must train 
in seamanship or engineering one American 
youth for each 1,000 tons, the vessel to be 
at the service of the government if required 
for defense. Any vessel to receive subsidy 
must be class A1 and at least one-fourth of 
the crew must be Americans. 
The bill provides an annual bounty of $2 
a ton for deep sea fishing vessels and of $1 
a month for American citizens when engaged 
in deep sea fisheries; that a vessel shall re- 
ceive only one form of subsidy; and that a 
vessel which has received a subsidy shall not 
be sold to a foreigner except by consent of 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 

The bill does not provide American regis- 
try for foreign ships owned by Americans. 


Compared with Other Bill. 

The last subsidy bill provided one and one- 
half cents per gross ton for each 100 nautical 
miles, not exceeding 1,500 miles, sailed, and 
one cent per gross ton for each additional 
100 miles sailed; vessels to carry from United 
States ports at least 50 per cent of their 
capacity. 

Steam vessels suitable for carrying the 
mails, over 2,000 gross tons, were to have the 
following compensation in addition to the 
above rates: Twelve knots, five-tenths of one 
cent per ton; fourteen knots, one cent per 
ton: fifteen knots, one and one-tenth cents 
per ton; sixteen knots and over, one and two- 
tenths cents per gross ton. Vessels of over 
4,000 tons, seventeen knots, one and four- 
tenths cents per ton;; eighteen knots, one 
and six-tenths cents per ton; nineteen knots, 
one and eight-tenths cents perton. Vessels 
over 10,000 tons, twenty knots, two cents 
per ton; twenty-one knots, two and three- 
tenths cents per ton. Foreign-built vessels 
admitted to American registry entitled to 50 
per cent of the above rates. The total com- 
pensation paid out in any one year should not 
exceed $9,000,000, deductions to be made pro 
rata. 
Provision was made for a certain number 
of foreign vessels to secure American regis- 
try. Contracts could be entered into for the 
building of vessels in the United States of 
class Al type to receive the subsidy.

IN WALL STREET MARKET 
AFTER NOON. 


Aggressive Strength Shown. in Late 
Dealings, Inspired Mainly by Action 
of Amalgamated and Rumors of 
Agreement with Rothschtlds—Ad- 
vance of Six Points from Lowest by 
Copper Leader Helps Rest of List in 
Upwaré Move. 


BY A CORRESPONDENT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—[Special.]—The 
stock market opened fairly steady, although 
Amalgamated Copper opened off 1% per cent 
and other stocks were fractionally lower. 
Prices began to yield, however, as soon as the 
first rate for call money, Which was 6 per 
cent, was reported. Declines of a point or 
more from the opening prices took place, 
notably in St. Paul, Manhattan Railway, 
Erie common, Metropolitan, Reading, Union 
Pacific, and New York Central. 
In view of subsequent developments, it is 
interesting to note that the lowest price of 
Amalgamated Copper was made on the first 
transaction. When prices began to yield the 


‘professional element sold freely. 


It soon became apparent that there was an 
ample supply of call money at 6 per cent. 
Simultaneously the foreign exchange mar. 
ket became easier, owing to a good supply of 
cotton bills and a decided falling off in the de- 


mand for remitters. 


Soon after midday f was announced that 
the Rothschilds, as nagers of the Rio 
Tintos mines, had reached an agreement with 
the Amalgamated company relative to a re- 
striction of production. Reports to this ef- 
fect have been current for some time, but 
have not been confirmed. The fact that Rio 
Tintos advanced sharply in the London mar- 
ket, together with enormous purchases of 
Amalgamated Copper, was regarded as 
strong circumstantial evidence of the cor- 
rectness of the news. 

The heaviest buying of Amalgamated was 
by brokers, who have recently been selling 
the stock upon an extensive scale. This buy- 
ing, together with the covering of shorts, re- 


sulted in an advance of 6 points from the 


lowest price. The transactions in Amal- 
gamated Copper were in excess of 200,000 


shares, or nearly one-fifth of the total sales, 


and at a reaction of only a shade from the 


‘highest price. It closed 4% points higher. 


than on Saturday. 

The speculative community inferred from 
the action of the market for Amalgamated 
that progress had been made in negotiations 
between the principal producers of copper to- 
ward an agreement to restrict production to 
an extent that will keep pace with the de- 
mand for the metal. | 

The afternoon market was in the main the 
reverse of that of the forenoon, being ag- 
gressively strong. All of the usually active

say, there has been no member of the ad- 
ministration permanently charged with the 
fulfillment of the duties of Premier. A 
curious condition of affairs, indeed, has pre- 
valled and the only hnalogy for which is 
to be found at Berne, where the members of 
the Fed Council, or Bundesrath, take it 
in turn to act as President of the republic, 
holding office for a yearonly and then making 
way for one of their colleagues. 

In the Netherlands until now one of the 
members of the Cabinet has been elected by 
his colleagues to preside over their delibera- 
tions for a term of three months, at the end 
of which a new election took place. Until 
some years ago the same Minister could not 
be reélected President of the Cabinet 
Council on the conclusion of his term as 
chairman, but had to wait until at least three 
months had elapsed. But of late years the 
chairman has been eligible for reélection im- 
mediately, and although quarterly elections 
of a presiding officer of the Council of Min- 
isters have been held regularly, yet as a gen- 
eral rule the same Minister has been 2 
n fresh term of office. 

Queen Wilhelmina, however, has now is- 
sued a royal decree putting an end to these 
tri-monthly elections, and declaring that the
